RIBBENTROP IS

VISIT TO LONDON : 


LONDON, March 10.—Anglo-Ger- 
man talks began today to shouts of 
“Ribbentrop get out!” as the Ger- 
man foreign minister stepped from 
his car at the ambassadors’ entrance 
to the foreign office he raised his 
hat and smiled. “Ribbentrop get 
out!’ came the hostile shout from 
the assembled crowd. 

For two and one-half hours Von 
Ribbentrop talked over the Anglo- 
German problems with Foreign 
Secretary Viscount Halifax. For two 
and one-half hours the crowd wait- 
ed along the approaches, increasing 
in numbers as the time went on, 
Then, as Von Ribbentrop emerged, 
the crowd again shouted, “Ribben- 
trop get out!" The demonstrators, 
mostly young men, evidently were 
shouting at a pre-arranged signal, 

Not in the worst days of cabinet 
crisis has Downing street seen s0 
many police. 


VIENNA, March 10.—Mounting 
tension resulted today in street 
fights in which 11 men were in- 
jured and 23 arrested or detained 
as Nazis and the Fatherland Front 
campaigned for the Sunday pleb- 
iscite on Chancellor Von Schusch- 
nigg’s policy of independence for 
Austria. 

The announcement was a bomb- 
shell to many foreign diplomats. 
Franz Von Papen, the German min- 
ister, had advance word of it while 

on a holiday at Kitzbuehl, and hur- 
riedly returned to Vienna to try to 
dissuade Von Schuschnigg. 

The entire police force was 
called out on an emergency basis 

that will continue Sun- 
day. The two main army gar- 
risons at Vienna were held in 
readiness with motors of troop 
lorries constantly running. 

The old sedate, friendly, easy- 
going Vienna had become a tense, 
worried, shouting, demonstrating 
city, whose population was gripped 
by a tension almost unknown here 
since the Great War.

That the parliamentary group will be able to 
make any headway, however they try, is not 
very likely.

This is the fatal weakness in the whole move- 
ment. Somebody must have an idea as to the 
methods which would have to be employed to 
bring about the unanimously desired object.

What is the way? That is what parliament 
and the public will expect Mr. Blackmore and 
his friends to explain. It is what a good many 
loyal Social Crediters must want to know by this 
time. And unless they can be told, there will be 
nothing surprising if they conclude there is no 
way.

REPRISALS 

In the present case, an oblique military ob- 
jective might be found for the threatened Jap- 
anese reprisals. The uproar in the Diet at Tokyo 
over the proposed military dictatorship bill 
must mean the Japanese population is grow- 
ing restive under the war hardships that all are 
suffering. As the experience above-mentioned 
has shown, nothing probably would serve bet- 
ter to correct this and to revive a proper war 
spirit than a few Chinese reprisal raids on 
Japanese population centres. The tactics now 
to be employed in China would be a way to 
provoke the Chinese into making such re- 
prisals—Detroit News. 


CANADA REDUCES DEBTS ABROAD 

A new estimate by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics of the value of British and foreign 
investments in Canada and of Canadian invest- 
ments abroad is included in the current pre- 
liminary report on “Canada’s International Bal- 
ance of Payments for 1937.” According to this 
estimate the value of foreign investments in 
Canada is $6,848 million and the value of Cana- 
dian holdings abroad is $1,694 million. Of the 
total foreign debt of Canada $1,696 million con- 
sists of Dominion, provincial and municipal se- 
curities, $1,626 million of railway securities and 
$764 million of other public utility securities. 
Except for $438 million in insurance, finance 
and mortgage companies, the balance amount- 
ing to $2,300 million consists largely of manu- 
facturing and mining securities and of the 
ownership of branch plants by foreign corpora- 
| tions. 
| Of the total foreign public debt of Canada— 
$1,696 million—$516 million are owned in Great 
Britain and $1,177 million in the United States. 
Of the provincial securities held abroad $430 
million out of a total of $494 million are owned 
in the United States. British investment has 
been in Dominion and municipal rather than 
in provincial securities. Great Britain’ holds 
two-thirds of the foreign-owned railway securi- 
ties, but British investment in Canadian manu- 
facturing, mining and public utilities has been 
on a small scale compared with that the United 
States. In the fields just mentioned British in- 
vestment is given as $526 million while that of 
the United States is given as $1,560 million. 

With net foreign investment in Canada 
amounting to about $5,000 million, the net out- 
flow of Canadian capital in the past year was

Since Canadian securities owned abroad, te an 
| amount of $170 millions, were retired in 1937 
and there was a like amount retired in the 


previous year, it is almost correct to say that 
Canada is amortizing her foreign debt at a rate 
of between 3% and 4 per cent a year. This is 
a relatively new development. * * * * 


The results just presented constitute a com- 
mentary on the type of recovery which is tak- 
} ing place in Canada. Increased production is the 
| result of increased utilization of existing plants 
; and machinery. Even with mining included 
| there has been relatively little outlay for new 
capital development in Canada in recent years. 
| In the present interlude capital goods which 
| were created in former years are paying re- 
| turns and the surplus production as compared 
| with consumption is permitting a gratifying 
| reduction in foreign indebtedness. The results 
suggest that, on the whole, former investment 
in Canada has been sound and is capable of 
making good earnings. When active expansion 
again gets underway, there may or may not be 
a renewed net inflow of capital from abroad, 
but the active demand for capital for new 
building within the country will be sufficiently 
| keen so that on net balance Canada will no 
longer have that type of balance of payments 
which is called “favorable.” For a young and 
rapidly developing country an “unfavorable 
balance of payments” is more favorable since 
it means that the rapid creation of capital 
goods is expanding the resources of industry.

Mr. Dunning: Naturally, in connection with 


such a complex matter as this admittedly is, 
I have a precis of all the suggestions which

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY : 

Milk is unique in that it is the only mate- 
rial of which we may truly say thet it is pre- 
pared by Nature for the sole purpose of being 
used as a food. It is the one food intended for 
the nourishment of the young, and serves this 
purpose so well that a universal substitute for 
it has yet to be found. When you come right 
down to 11, most of us did our first: growing on 
some form of milk diet. 6 


At the present time milk is emphasized espe- 
cially as a bone-building food. Its power to 
aid in the building of strong bones and teeth 
comes from the calcium and phosphorous it con- 
tains. Calcium is often deficient in the average 
diet and both milk and leafy vegetables are 
good sources of it.. However, at the same time 
that milk is rich in calcium it is deficient in 
iron. fn the infant, this lack is made good by 
the iron stored in the liver which supply will 
last through the milk-feeding period. In the 
case of the young child, adding green leafy 
vegetables to the diet will provide enough iron 
to supplement the milk, 

Whole milk is considered a good source of 
vitamin A and also contains vitamin B in ap- 
preciable amounts. It is lacking in vitamin C, 
but this lack is easily made up by adding or- 
ange juice or tomato juice to the diet. 

Milk has been called “the most nearly per- 
fect food,” and it is unquestionably true that 
the average person could live for a long time 
on a simple combination of milk with fruit 
juice. The weight would be maintained and 
adequate noufishment would be supplied, by 
using between three to four quarts of milk 
daily. 

Milk must be considered as a nourishing 
food on account of the combination of protein, 
milk sugar and fat which it supplies. Roughly 
speaking it contains about four per cent pro- 
tein, about four per cent sugar and about four 
per cent fat. Furthermore, the nourishing ele- 
ments found in milk are easily absorbed and 
well utilized by the body. 

Instead of the milk being hastily swallowed 
in large gulps, it should be “chewed” in the 
mouth, that is, it should be thoroughly mixed 
with saliva. 

The place of milk in the diet of the adult 
has been a matter of controversy. Many diet 
experts say the adult should use at least a pint 
of milk a day. They make this recommenda- 
tion because they class milk as one of the pro- 
tective foods. When the diet is poorly balanced, 
then milk is often of great value because it sup- 
plies the missing minerals and vitamins. How- 
ever, when the adult is careful to use a well- 
balanced diet then the use of milk is not so 
important. Certainly, anyone using a lopsided 
diet will generally find it helpful to add both 
milk and leafy green vegetables to the dictary. 

In my opinion, when we desire to use milk 
in the adult diet, we should show some respect 
for its nourishing qualities by making it the 
main part of the meal. Thus a quart of milk 
may be taken instead of the usual lunch, using 
a glass of milk every 15 or 30 minutes until the 
whole quart is taken. If combined with fruit 
juices or with entire fruits, we are using a sim- 
ple lunch which will be easily digested and 
which will take care of the needs of the body 
for that meal. 


One of my correspondents wrote me that 
she had read in a newspaper that Presiden: 
Roosevelt sometimes has only a dish of sliced 
oranges with milk for breakfast. She was sure 
this mixture was unhealthful, but I was able 
to quiet her fears by telling her that such a 
combination would supply an excellent lunch 
or breakfast. 

When we wish to use milk, the main thing 
to remember is that we are getting a real food, 
and the meal should be planned accordingly. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—Harper L. inquires: “Could I 
get some information about the condition known 
as geographical tongue?” 

ANSWER—The condition known as geo- 
graphical tongue is also referred to as psoriasis 
of the tongue and as wandering rash of the 
tongue. The rash may change its position from 
time to time, and due to the appearance of the 
tongue, the surface closely resembles that of a 
map. While little is known about the condi- 
tion, it appears to be most common in young 
people and is usually seen before the age of 30 
to 35. It has been found that several] members 
of the family may be affected, which has led 
to the belief that a hereditary factor is involved. 
After the rash has disappeared it may return 
following a period of worry or dietetic errors. 
The tongue is marked by patches grayish-white 
in color and these patches may be as large as 
a plum. Sometimes so few symptoms are pro- 
duced that the patient does not know the dis- 
order is present. The shifting about of the af- 
fected patches is so characteristic that it has 
given to the disease the synonym of wander- 
ing rash. Ordinarily, the rash disappears with 
time and most doctors do not feel that treat- 
ment is needed. Once in a while a mild mouth 
wash is used, more for antiseptic purposes than 
for any other reason. One fortunate fact is that 
this tongue disorder does not precede cancer 
of the (tongue. 

QUESTION—Gerald K. asks: 
does sciatica get its name?” 

ANSWER—The name sciatica refers to the 
fact that this disorder affects the great sciatic 
nerve.

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

John A. Macdonald was a wily 
old bird! Practically certain of the 
Orange vote in Ontario, (the only 
time it deseried him was in the 
Pacific scandal election of 1873) he 
never lost an opportunity to “mend 
his fences” in Roman Catholic dis- 
tricts, and especially in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. As an illustration, 
let us take the year 1886. His hold 
upon the people of Quebec was 
menaced by the racial agitation in 
Quebec province over the execution | 
of Louls Riel in the previous Nov- 
ember. It was quite evident to any 
spectator of the political situation 
that whenever the next federal 
election came the Bleus would lose 
a number of seats—how many it 
was impossible to guess. The Que- 
bec crusade was growing into a 
political hurricane and it was nec- 
essary to do what was possible to | 
save the ship of state and keep the 
French members of his crew from 
Open mutiny. 

So Sir John sat down on March 
10, 1886, and wote a letter in his 
own handwriting to Archbishop 
Teschereau of Quebec, the head of 
the French-Canadian church, and 
informed his grace that he (Sir 
John) had information from London 

the archbishop would soon be 
ca to the College of Cardinals. 
After expressing his apprecietion of | 
the honor which was to come, he 
said: “First, it is a great compli- 
ment to the French-Canadian peo- 
ple, who are a nation of good 
Catholics, and, second, because in 
selecting your grace the Pope has 
chosen one who will be an honor tu 
the high rank of ‘Prince of the 
Church’.” 

After that bouquet Sir John went 
on to tell that it was he himself 
who had secured this great honor 
for Monsignor Taschereau, for he 
had, when in England, urged the 
desirability of the creation of a 
Canadian cardinal upon Lord Salis- 
bury, Cardinal Manning and the 
Duke of Norfolk, the leader of the 
Roman Catholics of England, who | 
all presented the claims of Quebec | 
to ‘dinal Howard, then in Rome, 
with the intimation thet such action 
would be pleasing to both the Brit- 
ish and Canadian governments. 
Thus Sir John took to himself the 
credit of having proposed the action 
and pressed its completion.

| BOOMS AND DEPRESSIONS 

| Editor, Bulletin: Gloomy indeed 
is the outlook as viewed by Mr. 
Sidney Norman, Mining Editor, in a 
recent issue of the Globe and Mail: 
“Multiplication of the human race, 
| settlement of available agricultural 
land, plus inroads of modern ma- 


chinery, had brought on a situation 
never before faced, indicating that 
| henceforth those who have would 
be compelled to act as keepers for 
their brothers who have not, whose 
| numbers would unavoidably multi- 
| ply as both population and the use 
of machinery increased further. 
Recent suggestions for betterment 
are as crackpot as any that have 
gone before. .. There is, as we see 
the picture now, but one way out 
. another raise in the price of 
gold. That step must, we believe, 
be taken soon, and it can be but a 
temporary palliative at best.” 

If it is true that we have reached 
our’ present pass through multipli- 
cation of the human race, lack of 
agricultral land, and excess of 
labor saving machinery, of course 
nothing can be done about it by 
legislation. But looking back over 
the booms and depressions of the 
past century, and especially the 


|conditions prevailing during the 


past decade, one cannot escape the 
conclusion that there is some rad- 
ical defect in the modern money 
system which makes impossible the 
equitable distribution of the pro- 
ducts of human labor. Mr. Norman, 
a staunch friend of silver, will per- 
haps agree that the trouble started 
in 1816, when Britain, at the behest 
of her principal creditor, the House 
of Rothschild, agreed to pay her 
national debt in gold; thus estab- 
lishing gold alone as the measure 
of value of the pound Sterling. By 
1873 the rest of Europe and 
America had been induced to follow 
the same course. Concentrated de- 
mand for gold increased its trading 
value, thus depressing the com- 
modity price level as gauged in 
gold. From time to time gold's 
trading value became so high that 
governments, in order to avoid 
catastrophically low price levels, 
halted specie payment of their cur- 
rencies and let them go to a dis- 
count. Ensuing fluctuations brought 
booms and panics. Mr. Norman 
agrees that, to ease the strain on 
gold, silver must be remonetized, 
but he maintains that this can not 
be done without an international 
agreement. 

It must be remembered that for 
the past hundred years the govern- 


| ing authority in all the occidential 


nations has been dependent on and 
therefore controlled by gold, and 
that all public education has been 


| moulded with a view to the per- 


petuation of gold-based money, or 
some form of “managed” money 
which, In relation to other cur- 
rencies, can be evaluated only in 
gold, There is probably no institu- 
tion of learning in the world today 
which hag on its faculty a single 
individual who openly advocates 
the use of silver as money, Pros-

OTTAWA, March 10—An ap- 
peal for and end to bickering and 
disputes between federal and 
Provincial governments over con- 
stitutional responsibilities was 
made in the House of Commons 
Wednesday by Hon. Norman 
Rogers, minister of labor. 


He declared not even the strong- 
est advocate of sectional interests 
suggested Canada should retreat 
from its national destiny and that 
the solution did not necessarily lie 
in surrender on the part of either 
ihe federal government or the 
provinces, 

PROPER D<VISION 

Both interests should work to the 
end “the federal government shall 
have power to do what the federal 
government ought to do and that 
the provincial governments shall 


have power to do what the provin. | 


cial governments ought to do and 


that each should be given the rev- | 


enues appropriate to its task or 
powers of taxation sufficient to 
raise those revenues.” 

The minister spoke on a resolu- 
tion proposed by Oscar Boulanger 
(Lib., Bellechasse) that the Domin- 
ion should cease money grants to 
projects within provincial jurisdic. 
tion. Mr, Boulanger urged Canada 
should preserve national unity, 
maintain a strong central govern- 
ment and place upon the provinces 
the responsibilities that were theirs 
under the constitution. 

While Mr, Rogers said the gov- 
ernment could not accept the 
resolution he agreed with most of 
Mr. Boulanger's argument and as 
the sitting ended the latter with- 
drew his motion. 

To accept the proposal now, said 
the minister, would mean a serious 
dislocation in existing arrange- 
ments for social assistance such as 
sunempolyment relief, old age pen- 
sions and pensions for the blind. 


SAYS BAD PRACTICE 


The practice of grants in aid had 
grown up largely since the war, 
said Mr. Rogers. Experience had 
proved its weakness. It involved 
the vicious principle cf dual 
responsibility, the Dominion pro- 
viding the money and the province 
spending it. 

Except for minority rights of race 
and religion there was no reason 
why other phases of Canada’s con- 
stitution should not be changed to 
meet changing needs. 

There should be a “flexible pro- 
cedure for amendment.” By that the 
minister said he meant it should “at 
least be possible to transfer juris- 
diction from the provinces to the 
Dominion and from the Dominion 
to the provinces without obtaining
